States can, in the excrclse^ol its con- 
stitutional power, salve The cit'y"*of San 
Francisco that sum in the shape of 
interest, which, if paid into a sinking 
fund, would In the space of thirty 
years absolutely retire the debt, ..I 
ask whether it can not consistently be 
asked to exercise that power? 
Here we have a dual sovereignty 


In this country—the 
sove'-eignty 
of 


the state und the sovereignty of the 
nation. 
I see no reason \vhy if either 


sovereignty Is in danger the 
other 


sovereignty should not rush , to the 
rescue, within, of course, its constitu- 
tional powers. It Is this mutual spir- 
it of cooperation between t,he stutos 
and the National Government that will 
give us tho prosperity which we seek. 
We are all bound together by the ties 
of amity and Interest, and when intr- 
state or foreljm commerce Is impeded 
by the paralysis of a port in a par- 
ticular state the concern is natlotm! 
and not confined to a particular stale 
or to the port itself. 


Now, 
what is thp otlier- suggestion? 


Tho other suggestion is simply cine of 
a privato financial corporation with a 
capital of, say, $100,00,0,000 represent- 
ed by slock. That corporation could 
be organized either under national or 
state law. Fifty million dollars of 
that stock could be taken partially by 
ihe great financial interests of 
the 


country, particularly the interests that 
are backing the great transcontinental 
railroads which are directly Interested 
In, this matter. I have no doubt
